Securing 
permisßion to speak to the proposition, he 
said tliat the convention might be charp:ed 
with ])elongiug to or being under the dom- 
ination of one of the three great political 
parties, and it was more than important 
that no such impression should go out 
from that hall. They wanted an Ameri- 
can party of free coinage, one having uo 
suspicion of being under the control of 
English gold or of the Rothschilds. 


Donald Fletcher, of Nebraska, declared 
that they wanted a new party, under a 
new name, and with a new flag. Re- 
peated hissing and cries of'*no" were the 
response. 
Paul Vandercook, of Nebraska, 
j ex-commandcr-in-chief of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, denied that the delegates 
were there to form a new party. They had 
already a party—the People's party, the 
only party that had a plank in its declara- 
I tion of principles for free coinage. 
This 
I party was not going to throw over all tho 
rest of its principles for silver, it was not 
going into a new party, and if that was the 
object and purpose of this convention, any 
attempt to carry it would result in a 
showing of v«ry many empty seats. 


Hearty applause greeted this sentiment, 
and then fcienaior Reagan, of Texas, ap- 
peared upon tho platform in the role of 
peacemaker. 
He said that he had been 
called hero,as had been tho rest of his col- 
leagues, without any reference to any po- 
litical party, but simply as citizens of the 
United States for the purpose of arresting 
tho course of the bondholders and gold 
men, and restoring the Juoney of tho peo- 
ple to its proper position. 
The moment 
they introduced politics it would produce 
strife and confusion; it would mar har- 
mony of action and render nugatory what- 
ever might be accomplished by che conven- 
tion. Ho appealed to them to drop politics. 


Senator Reagan's talk had its cU'ect and 
Delegate Thomas withdrew his resolution. 


From the committee on credentials came 
a report that 810 delegates were entitled 
to vote, and that they came from forty- 
two states and territories. 
By this time 
the decks had been cleared for tho perma- 
nent organixatiun, and Allen W. Tijur- ' 
man was welcomed with rousing elieers 
when escorted to tho platform. Chairman 
Thurman plunged into his address with- 
out preface, and nearly evezy sentiment 
evoked applause and other evidence of en- 
thusiasm. 
Mr. Thurman said in part: 


*'The fight between those who believo 
that t h e circulating medium of this coun- 
try should be hard money—t.hat Is, real 
money, gold and silver eind papei', redeem- 
able in the same, and those who believo in 
tho use of soft njonoy—that is, paper prom- 
ises to pay money redeemable in other 
promises to pay—is on. 


'I am against an irredeemalilo currency 
in every way, but however if it is to bo de- 
creed that we must have flat money; if our 
circulating medium is to bo based on flat 
alone, then 1 am in favor of its being is- 
sued by the government and not by indi- 
viduals. 
But there is uo need of 
flat 
money, for while it is true there is not a 
suflicient amount of gold, yet there is 
enough real jjioney—gold and silver—upon 
which our currency can safely rest. 


'*Tiiö best money, tho most honest money 
Is that which will give to the people as 
near as possible stability of value. 
The 
claims of tho single standard men that 
this can be maintained only wiih gold 
alune I believe has been ho often disproved 
that it is oven unnocebsary to refer to it.*'

ments of moderation by which she has 
been constantly actuated, France will con- 
tent herself, as an indispensable guarantee 
for the practical execution of the clauses 
of the ultimatum, with occupying the 
river and port of Chantibun until tho 
complete evacuation of the posts estab- 
lished by the Siamese on the left bank of 
the Mekong river. 
Further, for the pur- 
' pose of guaranteeing a continuance of the 
good relations happily re-established be- 
tween France and Siam, and for prevent- 
ing a conflict in the region ^f Lake Toul- 
esap, Siam will undertake to maintain no 
military forces in the Battambang and 
Siemreuf, and in the lacality situated 
within a radius of twenty-five kilometers 
of the Mekong river, starting from the 
Cambodian frontier. Siam will only main- 
tain the police force necessary to preserve 
order. Moreover, Siam will not maintain 
warshii)s or armed boats on tho waters of 
the great lake or the Mekoiig river." 


A nemi-ofiioial note says: "The various 
interviews between M. Develle and Lord 
DuflPerln in the last few days referred ex- 
clusively to the upper Mekong question, 
which has been pending between Franco 
and Groat Britain for years, and which 
was 
brought 
into prominence by tho 
Franco-Siameso conflict. All decisions in 
the matter wei^e postponed until Siam un- 
reservedly accepted tho French ultimatum. 
Accoptanco being made, France has not 
hesitated to adhere to tho principal of a 
neutral zone to bo established by means of 
mutual sacrifices between tho possessions 
of the two powers in the regions of tho up 
per Mekong. 
The delimitation of the zone 
is reserved for i future date." 


A council of the ministry was held at 
the Palaca palace of the Elyseo yesterday. 
M. Develle announced that Prince Vad- 
hana had signified his government's will-

Only One White Man Kvor Smv It, 
anil Ho Paid for tho Sight With 
His I-iifo. 
T appears from a dispatch which 
was sent out from Wichita tho 
other day that there is to be 
' another attempt to locate what 
are sometimoB charactorized as the 
fabled gold minos of the Indian Terri- 
tory. 
Many people have faith in tho 
existence of these mines, while many 
more 
smile 
when 
the 
subjcct ^ is 
brortclied, and are inclined to think 
that they have no existence outside of 
the fertile imaginations of the space- 
writers. 
But I belong to the first- 
mentioned class, and feel that I have 
tho best reasons for my belief, says a 
Pueblo (Col.) correspondent of the St, 
Louis Globe-Democrat. 


Many years ago a white man, whoso 
nnme has been long ago forgotten, an 
adventurer with more daring than pru- 
dence, stumbled upon the mine, when 
thci*e was not a white settlement within 
hundreds of miles. ^ He 
not a 


miner, but had found the quartz, filled 
with native gold, cropping out of tho 
ground in a most unexpected location, 
and although he was 'entirely alone 
and without facilities for mining, as it 
is usually conducted, had taken out 
and separated from the quartz within 
the course of a few days more of the 
l^recious metal than he could carry. 


Realizing that he had made a dis- 
covery that would give him wealth be- 
yond the Avildest dreams of avarice, he 
determined to retrace his steps to a 
settlement, organize a small party and 
return, fully equipped for working the 
lead and taking away the gold. 
He 
filled hia pockets and his hunting 
pouch with the virgin metal 
and 
started for civilization, first carefully 
noting the landmarks, that he might 
have no trouble in guiding his party 
to the spot Upon his return. 


He had got some twenty miles away 
from the locality when he was dis- 
covered by a party of Indians, some 
ten or fifteen in number. 
They took 
him in charge and conducted him into 
the presence of one of their principal 
chiefs, to whom he told the story of 
his discovery. 
The old chief listened 
jiatiently, and, realizing that this was 
an important matter, called certain of 
the sub-chiefs into council. 
He made 
the first speech to them, and called 
their attention to what had first oc- 
curred to him—that if the gold-hunter 
were allowed to return to the haunts 
of white men with his precious burden 
their country would immediately be 
overrun with miners, 
their hunting 
spoiled and their tribe 
eventually 
forced to vacate their 
accustomed 
range. 


The Indians were at that time peace- 
able, and were extremely averse to 
taking an action which would precipi- 
tate trouble with the whites, who were 
just commencing to plant feeble settle- 
ments in the lower Kansas counties, 
just north of the Osage and Cherokee 
Nations. 
Yet it was a serious matter, 
for it seemed almost imiiossible to 
allow the white man to return to 
civilization and spread the news of his 
wonderful find, of which everj* one 
else, even the Indians themselves, had 
been in utter ignorance up to that 
time. 
It meant all manner of evil foi5 
the red men, and the matter was care- 
fully discussed pro and con by tho 
heads of the tribe, the council lasting 
far into the night. 
The decision was 
at last arrived at that it was bette:* 
that one life should bo taken than that 
the peace 
of 
the whole 
tribe bo 
destroyed. 
And so, for none other 
than prudential reasons, the coiincil 
passed the sentence of death upon tho 
Jia2>less discoverer of the mine. 
The 
result of,the deliberation was, how- 
ever, kept from him at first, and he 
was induced to guide a small party to 
the locality of his find. Throe of the 
leading chiefs of the tribe were of the 
party, and under their direction ell 
tracesof the lead w ore covered up, lest 
some other white men straying through 
the country in search of pelts might re- 
discover it. 
Then the unfortunate 
white man was executed on the spot— 
not by torture, however, but in the 
most merciful manner—and the party, 
being far from home, struck camp for 
the night. 
Far in the night, when all 
the others were asleep, the three chiefs 
arose, having secretly determined upon 
the course before leaving tho council, 
and with their keen hunting knives 
treacherously took tho lives of their 
brothers, also, lest in an unguarded 
moment ono of them might divulge 
the fact that such an enormously rich 
mine existetj, and all the ills which it 
was so earnestly desired to avoid be 
thus precipitated. 
The • bodies were 
buried near the mine, and tho three 
chiefs, after taking upon themselves 
an oath of secrecy, returned to the 
tribe, telling I know not what story to 
account for 
the 
non-appanvance 
of 
their companions. 


By this course the' secret of tho 
location was left with the three lead- 
ing chiefs, who, upon their deathbeds, 
transmitted it to their eldest sons. 
And so jt has been passed down ever 
since, ^ever more than three being in 
posbebsion of the knowledge at one 
time. 
But no one of them has ever 
dared to attempt to work the mine or 
proflt by their knowledge.

thority to veto bills. 
This section re- 
lating ^o this last clause which will be 
a dccided innovaiion, reads as follows; 


Section 3. 
Every ordinance 
and 
resolution which shall be presented to 
the chief Burgess of such borough; if he 
approves he shall sign it, buc if he shall 
not approve he shall return it with his 
objections to said council at the next 
regular meeting thereof, when said ob- 
jections shall be entered at large upon 
the minutes, and said council shall pro- 
ceed to a reconsideration of such ordin- 
ance or resolution. 
If after such recon- 
sideration two-thirde of all the mem- 
bers elected to said council shall vote 
to pass such ordinance or resolution it 
shall become and be of as full force 
and effect as if said Chief Burgess had 
signed it, but in sucji cases the votes of 
the members of council shall be deter- 
mined 
by the yeas and nays and the 
names of the 
embers voting shall be 
entered on the minutes of said Council; 
Provided, Thut when the number of 
councilmen is less than nine a majoiity 
of council and one vote more shall be 
required to pass an ordinance over the 
veto. 
If such ordinance or resolution 
shall not be returned by the Chief Bur- 
gess at the next regular meeting of said 
Council thereafter, the same shall like- 
wise become and be in as full force and 
effect as if he had signed it; Provided, 
That before any ordinance shall come 
into force and effect as aforesaid, the 
same shall be recorded ¡n the borough 
ordinance book with the certificate of 
the secretary and advertised as hereto- 
fore required by law»

Tho silo is indisponRftblo for a winter 
dairy.

ing of cows is a simple matter. 
This 
should be by pasturing, which is the 
cheapest mode of feeding cows and by

Imck and forth, as they will remain in 
the pasture d u r i n g the three summer 
months. 
It is thus seen that 
the 
•winter dairy is most economical in 
every way, and more profitable than 
ordinary dairying as well.—New Yor^i 
Times.

Many agricultural writers insist that 
prape vines should only be pruned in 
the fall or beginning pf winter, and 
•undoubtedly that is the^best time, but 
•we have pruned in the spring, after 
the leaves were half grown. Avithout 
any injury to the vines. 
We did not 
cut back as closely as we should have 
clone in the fall, and sometimes one 
or two of the last joints died, probably 
from bleeding, but there was no ex- 
cessive bleeding, and the main vino 
did not seem to be hxirt by it. or the 
fruit lessened in size or sweetness. 
It 
-was thought better than to allow a 
neglected vine to j?row too much 
-wood. But we would not care to pruno 
l>etween the 
formation of the fruit 
buds and the ripening of the fruit, un- 
less to nip off the ends of branches 
that are making too much growth.—

Klopbuuis, ScH Lions and Snakes, 


HERE are men who make a 
regular business of catching 
animals, rearing and training 
them and disposing of them to 
whoever will buy. 
These men send 
out special messengers to the hunting 
grounds in Africa and elsewhere. They 
bake with them a lot of small coin to 
distribute among the natives. 
In Nubia 
a very little money will go a long way. 
On the arrival of the messeuger the 
tvauri negroes form themselves 
into 
companies, go out to the neighboring 
deserts and there disperse in search of 
the young lions. 
In order to lind the 
Jen in which they are succored and 
Qourished the Kauri aim is to find tho 
spoor or trail of the mother lioness. 
ks she goes in and out of her lair she 
ijradually makes a beaten track which

If dairymen will bear in mind tha 
tho best butter pays a profit and the 
poorest insures a loss, they will have 
one large foundation stone of dairy 
economy established. 
The average 
grade jiist pays the cost of production; 
the poorest grades fall below and the 
l^etter grade rises above. 
The prolit 
accrues from the better grades of but- 
ter produced from the better grades of 
cows. 
For while it is entirely prac- 
ticable to always make a high grade 
butter from a low grade cow, it is not 
possible to secure a ijrofit, because of 
the small quantity. 
Neither 
can a 
profit be obtained by malung large 
quantities of poor butter. 
First we 
need a good cow, then give the cow 
and her milk good care and success is 
certain. 
There is comfort in the fact 
that it is just as easy to make good 
hutter by good methods as to make 
poor butter by the 
"old 
granny" 
methods, in fact it is very much easier 
and ton times more satisfactory. — 
Orange Judd Farmer. 


STEBIJ on IKON KATL^. 


Since the introduction of steel nails 
the iron nails have been slow of sale, 
yet the latter are often palmed off on 
the imrchasor unless steel nails are 
especially ordered. 
The wire 
steel 
nails cost a trifle more than the square 
cut steel ones, but are enough better to 
pay, as the wire nails do not sj^lit the 
timber, or mutilate the fiber of the 
wood, as does the common nail, 
A 
wire nail, if notched, clings to the 
wood, and for clinching is preferable 
to the common form of steel nail. 
As 
to durability, both will rust away if in 
an exposed position. 
Iron nails break 
when under heavy strain, or when bent 
at right angles, while those of steel 
hang with a most Avonderi'ul tenacity, 
and for fencing, and like purposes, 
should always be used. 
For shingling, 
wire nails are best. 
They do not split 
or tear away the underside of the 
shingles, as do the square cut nails of 
Loth iron and steel. 
When driving 
large steel nails into hard wood, they 
ure liable to bend unless struck squarely, 
—American Agriculturist. 


H O W T O G R O O M 
A H O R S E , 


The few "stable hands who know how 
to groom a horse properly are gen- 
erally too indolent to do it. It is quite 
an art to clean a horse as he should bo 
cleaned, and it is no easy job. 
For 
that reason ho is seldom groomed as 
he should be, 
A groom must be ac- 
tive, strong and experienced, 
Every 
inch of tho horse, beginning at tho 
head, should bo gone over thoroughly 
with brush, comb and rag, 


A man who would not much rathev 
take care of his own'horse, provided 
he has the time, has not true love fur 
the horse. 
No animal will rqoay one 
for care and attention like the horse. 
Ho will show it not only in appearance 
externally, but in health and spirits. 
Good grooming will do as much in im- 
proving the condition of a horse as an 
additional four quarts of oats per day. 


In grooming a horse properly he 
should be tied froan side to side so that 
he cannot throw his head around and 
work himself all over the floor, which 
he is sure to do under the comb if he 
is not of a disposition too i^hlegmatic 
to feel the scrachiug. 
A good brush 
»nd comb are required, as well as a 
hroomoovn brush for mane and tail.

CRIBBING. 


Cribbing, otherwise wind-suekinff ot 
swallowing air, says the English Liv« 
Stock Journal, is a vice peculiar to 
horses alone. 
It is a vice which ma:y 
be checked by mechanical appliances, 
but is rarely entirely eradicated. 
Thi 
removal of the manger and placing th< 
horse^s food upon tho ground will noi 
prevent a determined cribber frow 
swallowing air. 
The sides of the stall 
he will sometimes utilize for the same 
purpose, and some horses will crib on 
their own bodies. 
Others learn to crib 
without any support at all. It has been 
clearly proved that what is known as 
cribbing is not, as was once thought, 
an act of belching and expelling gas 
from the stomach and swallowing air 
into it. 


Horses killed after cribbing have had 
the gases in their stomachs and intes- 
tines subjected to chemical analysis, 
with the result that pure air has been 
found. 
Moreover, other experiments 
have ])een made which lead to the same 
conclusion. An empty biadder inserted 
in the gullet in a prescribed way is 
f(mnd to be distended with pure air 
after the act of cribbing. 
The vice of 
crib-biting, in the way it is most usually 
performed, is destructive to the teeth 
of the horse, and so interferes with

A gi'eat party of negroes,

When they have come across any large 
animal, such as a rhinoceros, an ele- 
phant or a giraffe, they give a signal. 
The hunters gradually close around the 
animal in a circle and assail him on all 
cides with assegais or gun shots. 
But 
the game does not die without a strug- 
gle. 
Elephants especially are often 
very dangeroes and turning upon their 
hunters with wild rage may kill or 
wound several of them if they do not 
turn and run. 


Wild elephants are often captured 
in large quantities by a very simple 
method, especially by the natives of 
Burmah and Ceylon. 
First an inclo- 
8ure called a keddah, or corral, is 
Porjned by fencing in a large space of 
ground with the trunks and branches 
of trees. 
On one side only is there an 
opening. 
It is the aim of the hunters 
to drive the wild elephants through 
this opening into the inclosure. 
But 
this cau bo done only by the aid of 
thousands of beaters, who make an ex- 
tensive circuit around the haunts of 
the elephant. 
Gradually but surely 
they narrow the circle, driving the 
animals before them, until a compara- 
tively small area is completely sur- 
rounded by the beaters 
with 
the 
hunted animals in the midst. 
At last, 
the beaters with a general rush, scream-

hood and then go to tho city stock 
yards, slaughter houses, and follow up 
tho carcasi>es to see where they go, 
who buys them and who eats them. 


No man can tell another how to do a 
thing that will certainly make as much 
as it did for him; but almost anybody 
can tell something that will suggest a 
new idoa that may be turned to advan- 
tage. 
This is what sheep raisers need 
now a little more than any other clasa 
oi live stock men, 


brandishing lighted torches in their 
hands, close in upon the elephants. 
The afi'righted oroutuves, seeing no 
way clear except in the direction of 
the corral, make for it witfc ftH speed 
and enter the opening. 
Once they are 
inside the entrance is barricaded. The 
entrapped animals rush wildly about 
in the vain hope of finding a means of 
escape. At last, completely exhausted, 
they huddle together in the centre of 
tho corral, and there await n^otionless 
the progress of events. 
A number of 
lame felephauts, each mounted by a 


keeper with another man following on 
foot, are then ridden into the inclo- 
sure. 
Mingling freely with the wild 
elephants the tame ones put them off 
their guard, and thus an opportunity 
is given to tho attendant on foot to 
pass tho noose of a rope around each 
of the four legs of every captive, who 
is then securely fastened to a tree. 
The elephant is notas unruly or as un- 
reasonable as the li<m or the tiger, and 
it does not take very long to tame him. 
Ho can be transformed in a couple of 
mouths or so from a wildroamerof the 
forests to a patient and docile beast of 
burden. 


Up in tho frozen regions of Alaska 
the sea-lion is hunted in much the same 
manner as tho elephant in tho equato- 
rial districts of Asia and Africa. 
The 
huntsmen are the native Aleutes, a 
species 
of 
Esquimaux who inhabit 
Alaska. 
They first find one of the 
rookeries to which the sea-lions betake 
themselves during the autumn season. 
These are usually some narrow prom- 
ontory or strip of land bordering the 
sea, where the animals congregate in 
large quantities. 
The 
Aleuts well 
know that their prey cannot be ap- 
proached by day. They would simply, 
at the first sight of a man, jump into 
tho ocean and 
disappear. 
So the 
hunters conceal themselves 
in 
the 
neighborhood until a favorable night 
comes on—a night when the moon is 
parti.illy obscured by clouds and the 
wind is blowing from tho shore. When 
the herd of sea-lions are fast asleep 
with only a waking sentry here and 
there, the hunters slip down to the 
beach at low water and proceed to 
crawl on all fours. Indian fashion, be- 
tween the sea and the dozing herd. 
The sentries either do not see them or 
else in the dim lijfht mistake them for 
fellow seals. At all events, they rarely 
give the alarm. 
Slowly, cautiously 
the hunters creep along until 
they 
have 
completely 
intercepted 
their 
prey. 
Then at a given signal from the 
leader they leap to their feet, shout, 
yell, brandish their arms, fire off pis- 
tols and create a regular pandmonium. 
The startled sea-lions, roused suddenly 
from their slumbers, answer wnth loud 
roars of dismay and affright and fiound- 
er off in all directions. 


If their heads happen to be pointed 
seaward at the moment of awaken- 
ing, off they go toward the sea; if 
landward then they follow that course 
just as 
blindly 
and 
desperately. 
Nothing can turn 
them from the 
straight course. 
Jt is the land-turned 
animals whom the hunters pursue, 
leaving the others to escape as they 
please. 
They 
follow 
them 
with 
hideous shout's and wild gesticulations, 
until the poor terrified creatures fall 
panting, gasping prone upon the earth 
and at the mercy of their cunning 
captors. 
They pen them up in in- 
closures made only 
of stakes with a 
liiie or two of linen rope stretched in 
a circle from stake to stake. 
The 
stupid sea-lions make no effort to 
escape through their fiimsy bonds. 
When a sufiicient number have been 
captured 
on 
successive 
nights 
the 
whole lot are driven to tho Aleut 
village by means of constant prodding 
and kicking. 
There they are slain, a 
few being reserved for such purchasers 
as wish for live specimens. 


Snakes of various kinds are caught 
in India and in Africa, 
Here is how 
the capture is effected in India, 
Dur- 
ing the dry season the jungle which 
tliey infest is set on 
fire. 
The snakes 
dart out in all directions and are 
caught by the natives in large hand 
nets, in shape not unlike the nets with 
which American children catch butter- 
flies. 
They are then cast into sacks 
and 
carried 
to 
Calcutta 
on 
the 
shoulders of the natives. 
At Calcutta 
they are packed in big boxes, from 
two or three to fifteen in a box, ac- 
cording to the size of the box and of 
the snakes, and shipped off to Europe. 
They need neither food nor drink on 
the journey, but must be very care- 
fully shielded from cold, which is sure 
death to them.—New York World. 


How Parrots ¡Shaped America's Destiny. 


A flight of birds, coupled with a 
sailor's superstition, robbed Columbus 
of the honor of discovering tho conti- 
nent. 
It is a curious but historical 
fact. When Columbus sailed westward 
over the unknown Atlantic ho expected 
to reach Zipangu (Japan). 
After sev- 
eral days' sail from Gomera, one of the 
Canary Islands, ho became uneasy at 
not discovering Zipangu, which, ac- 
cording to his reckoning, should have 
been 216 nautical miles more to the 
east. After a long discussion he yield- 
ed to tho opinion of Martin Alonzo 
Pinzón, tho commander of the Pinta, 
and steered to the southwest. 
Pinzón 
was guided in his opinion solely by ft 
flight 
of parrots which took wing in 
that direction. 
It was good luck to 
follow in the wake of a flock of birds 
when engaged upon a voyage of dis- 
covery — a widespread 
superbtition 
among Spanish seaman of that day— 
and this change in the gi'eat navi- 
gator's course curiously 
exemplifies 
tho influence of small and apparently 
trivial events in the world's history. 
If Columbus had held to his course ho 
would have entered tho gulf B^>ream, 
have reached Florida, and then prob- 
ably have been carried to Cape Hat- 
teras and Virginia. —St. Louis Globe- 
democrat.

Screw this securely to the other 
md of rod; fasten seven dressreeds to 
the board, placing them so that one 
jomes in the middle of the back. With 
two reeds make a hoop that fits loosely 
)ver the hips and place this under tho 
feeds five inches below the waist. 
Tie 
irmly wherever the reeds cross. 
A 
iecond nnd slightly larger hoop should 
be jDlaced five inches below tho upper 
jne. 
Place over tho reeds a small 
loop-skirt from the bottom of which 
several rows of wire have been re- 
moved. 
Fasten the skirt to the reeds, 
lew tapes to edge of the skirt at regu- 
lar intervals, draw them down and 
Dack to the block. This holds the «kirt 
01 position,—New York Voice. 


now TO STARCH. 


The starching is nearly as important 
ia washing. 
Let the prints dry before 
ioing it. 
Use starch properly colqred 
for colored grounds, unless there is 
ivhite in the design to be muddled by 
it. 
See that the starch is well cooked, 
free of lumps, not scorched and not too 
thick. 


Turn your garments wrong side out, 
lip them in, kneading them well into 
the starch, but not letting it flow in 
Dhe right side. 
Turn and hang out, 
(veil spread, in the airiest shade you 
jan find until bone dry. 


That is fur thick stuffts ginghams, 
jarabrics, calicos, and so on. 


Muslins, lawns and airy batistes re- 
quire different usage. 
The best starch 
for them is clear gum water—either 
mm arabic or gum tragacanth. 
Take 
:are that every fibre is well wet with 
it, but squeeze, not wring, out all the 
surplus and hang to dry. 


As soon as the garment feels e little 
rough on the surface—when they are 
aeither damp nor dry—takedown, fold 
md roll. 
Unfold a breath at a time 
ind pat and iduII it between your two 
bands until it is almost ajy. 
When 
you have gone over the whole garment 
sprinkle it lightly and roll tight. Leave 
it for at least an hour, covering so 
thickly that the outside cannot dry. 


Sprinkle and roll in the same way 
the thicker garments, which, however, 
need a great deal more water than the ' 
aiuslins. 
But do not make them too 
(vet; above all, do 
not have wet 
splotches on a semi-dry ground. 
Any 
fabric that will hiss under the iron is 
too wet for good results. 


Do your sprinkling with the atomi- 
zer or fine rose-nosed watering pot, so 
ffently that a mist, 
not a thunder 
shower, shall descend upon your gar- 
ments, that is, if you would escape 
smears and sticky irons.—Atlanta Con- 
stitution. 


SEASONABLE RECIPES, 


Liver—A very nice and tasty way of 
cooking liver is to cut it in slices about 
an eighth of an inch thick, and to 
make the dish look nicely stamp the 
liver in rounds with a i^astry-cutter 
and season it with pepper and salt; 
then entirely cover with eggs and bread 
crumbs and fry in clean hot grease un- 
til a nice golden cplor. Fry some very 
thin slices of bacon and arrange them 
between the liver, and pour a thick 
brown sauce round the dish, and un- 
less you prefer .the sauce plain, you 
will find the addition of alittle chopjied 
gherkin and capers will improve it 
very much.

Short 
Oak^^^^tfse 
canned 
peaches and prepared ¿uwer for tiiis 
dish. Choj) quarter of a pouM of but- 
ter into a quart of prepared 
flour, 
quickly stir into it enough sweet milk 
to make a soft dough; jjut this into 
two round cakes ujjon buttered tin 
jilates and bake them in a hoi oven. 
Meantime ojjen a can of peaches, re- 
serve tho fiaest for the two tup layers 
and out the rest in small quarters^ 
When the short cakes in the oven are^ 
done and cuol enough to handle, tear 
them open with the aid of a fork, bet- 
ter the insiftles, divide the cut peaches 
upon the two bottom layers, and ar- 
range the fine ones on the others ;i 
thickly dust all with silted powdered^ 
sugar, hiy the tops upon buth under 
pieces and serve the shor« cakes withj 
more sifted sugar and sweet crei/m. 
The juice of the canned jjeaches, well 
sweetened with powdered sugar, cam 
be used instead of cream.

Udns; constantly exposed to tho in- 
slemenoy of the seasons, to dangers 
fcnd enemies of all kinds, the Yuruk 
has conceived a generous and noble 
klaa of hospitality, and he practices ii 
with disinterestedness and pleasure. 
His tent, whether iri his presence or in 
his absence, is always open to the 
traveler, and food and drink in abund- 
ance are given him. 
The tents of tho 
Yuruks are square, and made of a sort 
of thick black woolen cloth. 


Aside from the information I have 
given here, nothing precise is known 
of their private life. 
For instance, no- 
body ever knew what became of their 
dead, as no one has ever seen a ceme- 
tery. 
All I am able to say is that the 
body of the deceased is placed on a 
black mule, destined exclusively for 
that use, and thus carried to a moun- 
tain. 
There, I am not aware whether 
it is cremated or buried ; but, as I 
was told that they also take a sheaf of 
firewood, it is safe to believe that cre- 
mation takes place,—Popular Science
